Goldberg shot Nathan as he 
steod behind the counter of his 
shop serving  customners, The 
bullet) went through his neck 
and shoulder, but) did = not 
seriously hurt him, 

Goldberg made sure of his 
third) quarry--his | 4-yeur-old 
work mate, Mr Gibbons. He 
trailed him, went up and ap- 
peared lo spesk to him, then 
shot him and ran off. Gibbons 
died afterwards in hospitul. 

Folice told the Commer that 
at the factory where he work- 
ed, Goldberg, a big ungainly 
man conscious of his large feet, 
"fell in the way of several 
people.”

DAY OF RECKONING 


Police sald Goldberg delibe- 
rately fixed May 18 as his day 
of reckoning. The previous day 
he drew all his savings from 
the Bank.

He had been 
discharged from the Army in 
1946 with a slipped disc. 

To draw attention to his case. 
he had petitboned the Queen and 
pestered his member of Parlla- 
ment. He had even faked 
Bulcide.

His firearms licence had been 
granted because his character 
fhad appeared exemplary offer 
stringent police enquiries.

The func~ 
tlon of the Federation of Bri- 
tush Industrics is to put the 
Chinese in touch with various 
firms and trade associations 
supplying goods they require 
and which we ‘may supply.” 

He added that his aim was

Anchorage, Alaska, May 27. 

Rescuers on foot battled the 
elements and North America’s 
tallest mounain teday in scarch 
of an injured mountain climber 
who has been alone on a Mt 
McKinley glacier since Sunday. 

The injured climber was 
George Argus, who suffered 02 
broken hip in a fall 12 days ufc 
which resulted in the death of 
one of a four-man University 
of Alaska climbing party. 
Argus was Ieft in a tent at the 
11,000-fcot level of Muldrow 
Glacier. 

Survivors said Angus was un- 
able to move from the hips 
down and his food supply was 
due to run out today. 

The story of the tragedy ut- 
folded on Tuesday when the 
four men conquered the big 
mountain by 2 new route. But 
on the way down they met 
tragedy.

For A Ceasefire 


Geneva, May 27. 


France today proposed at the Indo-China peace talks here that 
representatives of the opposing High Commands should meet here on 
June 1 to work out arrangements for a ceasefire and regroupment of 


forces in Vietnam. 


Conference sources said this was one of six proposals submitted 


to-the-seventh, secret session of the - 
Bidault, French Foreign’ 


Mr Chou En-lai, the Chinese 
Prime Minister, also submitted 
proposals which conference 
sources said did not add any~ 
thing to those already put for- 
word by Mr Vyacheslav Molotov. 
the Soviet Foreign Minister, last 
Friday, and Mr Pham Van Dong, 
the Vietminh Deputy Premicr, 
last Tuesday. 


Mr Nguyen Quoc Dinh, the 
Vietnamese Foreign Minlster, 
attacked the Vietminh proposals 
on the ground that they would 
lead to partition of the country, 
the sources said. 


He suggested an amendment 
to a second proposal by M. 
Bidault on the regro ment of 
forees reading: “The limits of 
regrouping will be fixed In such 
@ manner to protect the terri- 
torial and political unity of 
Vietnam." 


Before putting forward his 
8x proposals, M. Bidault sald 
they must be based on the prin- 
ciples that no ccaseflre should 
amount i the partition of 
Vietnam ond that decisions of 
the conference must guarantee 

future security of the 
country.

In this race on 
April 24 no fewer than 12 men 
beat 30) minutes, This means 
that in the Southern Counties of 
Englund alonc—not to mention 
the Northern or Midinnd Counties 
or Scotiand—there are 12 men 
who can run 20,000 Metres 
faster than 31 minutes. 

Britain today could put in oa 
relay team, cach man to run six 
miles, against the 10 best men in 
the rest of the world and stand 
a good chance of winning. 
Against any other une nation the 
world over such o race would be 
a pushever for Gordon Pirte 
and Co. 

Peter West wouldn't even got 
a place on this team. He ranks
